EXPANDED  THE  FEDICAL  UNITS  UNDER  USSOITTHCOM  AND  PROMOTE  THIS  TRAINING  BECAUSE 
HE  WVE  SEEN  HOW  FAR  SMALL  AMOUNTS  OF  MILITARY  MEDICINE  CAN  GO  TOWARDS 
PROMOTING  INTERNAL  DEFENSE  AND  POPULAR  SUPPORT.

VERY  VALUABLE  IN  PLANNING  AN  OPERATION.  IN  ORDER  TO  ACCOM>LISH  THIS  HE  NEED  TO 
REBUILD  UNILATERAL  INTELLIGENCE  AND  ASSOCIATED  COMMUNICATION  STRUCTURES  IN  LATIN 
AMERICA  AND  THE  CARIBBEAN  THAT  CAN  COLLECT.  PROCESS  AND  DISSEMINATE  INFORMATION 
AND,  HE  NEED  TO  ASSIST  FRIENDLY  NATIONS  IN  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  APPROPRIATE  FORCE 
STRUCTURES  TO  RESPOND  TO  THE  INTELLIGENCE  PROVIDED.

TAKES  MANY  OTHER  FORMS,  FROM  SUPPORT  OF  THE  CONFERENCE  OF  AFRICAN  ARMIES  TO  A 
VARIETY  OF  PERSONNEL  AND  SMALL  UNIT  EXCHANGES  THAT  CAN  LAST  FROM  SEVERAL  WEEKS 
TO  SEVERAL  YEARS.  OUR  CIVIC  ACTION  SEMINARS  HAVE  BROUGHT  OFFICERS  FROM  THE 
REGION'S  MILITARIES  TOGETHER.  FOR  THE  FIRST  TI«  IN  SO»C  CASES,  TO  DISCUSS 

PROBLEMS  THAT  THEY  ALL  SHARE.  HE  ARE  CONTINUING  TO  EXPLORE  ADDITIONAL  HAYS  TO 

INCREASE  THE  QUALITY  AND  DEPTH  OF  OUR  RELATIONS  AND  TO  EXCHANGE  IDEAS  ON
